TREWHITT NOTES PRC "HAS LEFT NO SECRET OF ITS DISPLEASURE" 
UNCLASSIFIED 
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AT FORD'S DISCHARGE OF SCHLESINGER, REGARDED BY 
PEKING AS "HEALTHY INFLUENCE AGAINST AMERICAN CARELESSNESS"; 
RECALLS WH ADVANCE TEAM CALLED BACK LAST WEEK AT LAST 
MOMENT, "APPARENTLY BECAUSE OE THE POLITICAL CHILL" 
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RESULTING FROM SCHLESINGER FIRING. 

GWERTZMAN REPORTS WH OFEICIALS SAID MONDAY THAT CHINESE

HALT OR AN (NYT 1 1/9) IN TOKYO REVIEWS EXHIBIT BY DIET TO 
APFIRM NATION'S DEDICATION TO DEMOCRACY, BUT SENSES 
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UNDERLYING CURRENT OE ANXIETY OVER ITS ERAGILITY IN 
JAPAN, WHICH NOW LAST DEMOCRACY LEET IN ASIA. IN 
OWN GENTLE WAY MIKI HAS STATED "PROBLEM-SOLVING CAPABILI- 
TY" OP DEMOCRACY BEING CHALLENGED IN JAPAN AS ELSEWHERE, 

AS PROLONGED RECESSIONS RAISES FEARS FOR POLITICAL 
STABILITY. AND DURING WASHINGTON VISIT IN AUGUST 
PM ASKED AMERICANS FOR MORAL SUPPORT FOR JAPANESE
